Bible Society Report of Boxer Outbreak and 


Plans in China, 
In all 183 Protestant 


Missionaries Were Killed and More . 


Than 4,000 Native Chris- 


tians Perished 


New York, April 10— The annual re- 


port tof the American Bible society, 
relative to the situation in Chtaa, con- 
tains the following Interesting state- 
ments from its agen in China, . Kev. 
John R. Hykos, D. D. 


"There was a deep and cunningly laid 


plot, under imperial sanction, to ex- 
tirpate Christianity, expel all foreign- 
ers and destroy all foreign interests. 


"No one divined the full extent of the 


inquity which was deliberately con- 
templated. 


"In all 186 protestant missionaries, 


including 60 men, 75 women and 
43 


children have been massacred. 


"With the exception of the massa- 


cres at K.U Choo in Chekiang in which 
11 persons were killed, and at Hongo- 
hoo in Hunan, all the deaths occurred 
in the northern provinces. 


"The question has been raised at 


home as toNvhether the boxer uprising 
was anti-foreign or anti-missionary in 
character. No doubt exists in the mind 
of any well-informed person in Chna. 


"The movement 
was ^undoubtedly 


against the foreigners, as such, and the 
crusade was directed against every- 
thing foreign, Christianity of course 
included. 


'"'Hsu Ching Cheng and Yuen Chang 


two ministers of the foreign office, did 
not transmit the awful edict which, re- 
iti rated the order to "Painfully ex- 
tirpate all foreigners" but changed it 
so as to read,- "Protect- all foreigners" 
and .,then sent, it flying over the wires 
tj the remotest" provinces.

benefited by this heroism, The f<ict 
thut every missionary escaped from 11 
out of the 18 provinces would indicate 
that the crusade was not especially 
auti-missionary. 


"The native Christians have been the

provinces 


lost absolutely everything. Many are 
perishing from cold and starvation. 


"The scriptures destroyed vrill ag- 


gregate not less than 100,000 volumes.

' We have to mourn the loia of many 


ncble and devoted native workeis. 
They were warned of the risk they 
wore lurning, but not a man of the 
noble band of 18 flinched. Their reply 
was 'We go on our colportase tour 
God s will be done.' 


"Only four of the 18 returnfc'l from 


that journey.

"The homes of these martyrs were 


looted and burned and their families 
exterminated. 


"Those who survived escaped to the 


mountains, where they suffered ter- 
rible privations and managed to get 
back to Pekin after it -was captured 
by the allied arms. 


"Of the colporteurs under the mis- 


sionary supervision I have heard of 
one who escaped. 
,"In some other parts of China the 


colptorteurs -endured a terrible perse- 
cution, some only now venturing out 
of hiding. 


"More than 40,000 native converts, 


including Roman Catholics, met death 
with heroism w'orthy of the best age of 
the church."

LEADING OF OUR T.KOOPS 


Hot Affected 117 Mongolian Uprising, 


as the Time lias Pasted When We 
Can Interfere In Her Internal Affairs 
and Slate Is Wiped Clean 


Washington, April 10.— The cabinet 


gave some attention yesterday to the 
subject of indemnity to be required by 
the powers of China, it being brought 
forward by Secretary Hay In connec- 
tion with Mr. Rockhill's^dispatches re- 
ceived since the last meeting. Great 
surprise was expressed at the enormous 
total of the claims, winch, according 
to the ministers at Pekiii approximate 
the vast sum of $500,000,000. 


Moreover, at least one of the powers 


insists upon keeping the account open 
uatil it elects to withdraw entirely trom 
Pekin, at a remote date, to be fixed at 
its own wiU, thereby leaving the total 
of its claim to be increased greatly here- 
after. 
The opinion of the other cab- 


inet officers completely accorded with 
that of Mr. Hay, as to the desirabil- 
ity o£ securing a reduction of the claims. 


On the same footing with the other 


powers, our demand is set at $25,000,- 
000, but we hare announced our will- 
ingness to scale down proportionately 
with the rest and have put in our plain- 
est protest against the plan to demand 
more than China can pay. 
The other 


powers have thus far manifested no dis- j 
position to yield. The difficulty in this ' 
case, as compared with other disagree- 
ments which have arisen, is that there 
is no just and universal standard for 
measuring the injuries respectively suf- 
fered by tile several powers, though 
every sign points to the theory that 
eome of the demands are for vindictive 
rather than actual damages. 


There is the highest authority for say- 


ing that the uprising in China will make 
no difference in the arrangements of 
the United States about the withdrawal 
of their troops. 
Our government is 


not concerned with anything in China 
beyond the protection of American iu- 
terests, and the preservation of the ter- 
ritorial integrity of the empire, and in 
the latter particular it is believed hera 
that we can make our policy more ef- 
fective through moral iufluences than 
.by warlike demonstrations in any direc- 
tion, 


Thus far our most potent weapon for 


the restraint of international greed has 
been the pressure of the world's opin- 
ion. 
In voiciflg this opinion we have 


taken the iumative at every stage of the 
Chinese imbroglio, and the readiness ol 
all the powers to agree to the course 
which seemed *o the rest of them wisest 
and fahosl, has undoubtedly averted 
much threatened trouble. 


Of course, the present situation sug- 


gests some new and vexatious problems, 
but it is our government's purpose to 
deal with liese individually as they 
arise and take practical form, always 
bearing our unchanged general policy 
in mind. 
The first question seems to 


present itself in the possible overthrow 
of the existing dynasty by the insur- 
gents under General Tung. 
It can be 


stated positively that we shall not ac- 
tively concern ourselves with this, whict 
as things staud now, is purely a do- 
mestic interest of the Chinese people. 


We shall not, therefore, take any part 


In either putting down the rebellion ou 
defending the dynasty. 
Had events 


taken another turn last summer, we 
might have become involved in a con- 
certed action with the European pow- 
ers for the protection of the emperor. 
But his flight from Pekin, bis refusal to 
return, even under the strongest guar- 
antees, the necessity forced 
upon all 


Christendom to be united in a military 
campaign for the rescue of the besieged 
legations, the persistent neglect ol 
some of the conditions of the American 
note of July 23, and the continued dom- 
inance of treacherous or openly hostile 
influenc'es at the imperial court, have 
wiped the slatp Clean. 


We are now as good a friend of China 


ns eve'r, aud as ready as heretofore to 
put forth our strongest efforts to pre- 
vent her dismemberment, but the tim« 
has obviously passed T\ hen we can in- 
terfere in her internal affairs, even to 
help put down a revolt which menaces 
her capacity for paying her debts.

Piquet 
fitill holds its popularity, but club eu- 
chre and whist have retired before the 
onslaught of bridge whist. And so it 
Should be, for it is the best game I 
have ever seen. To the onlooker it 
•eems but whist, with a dummy hand, 
for at each deal one of the players 
must remain silent while his partner 
plays Ms hand. 


"Recently in a club here a quartet 


(was playing, three of the members of 
which are known the world of finance 
over.

But life in 
its common places and in its mysteries 
as he knew it and lived it, as he knew 
it in its realness, was reserved by him 
hi the full and frank expression for 
those ,who, by that touch of nature in- 
formed him they were of his mould. A 
lovely charaeter-at the service of all, 
at the need cf all, but only for the few 
In the complete roundness, and that 
few was selected by the intuitive power 
which reached out and made its like 
its own. 


Edwin Rogers was a crank. Taking 


us all together in a crowd we should 
say as much. Edwin Rogers was a 
minister unordamed.

FUTURE OF THE SOUTH. 


Colonel John S. SZosbr Say» It Will 


Outrank the North. 


In a recent issue of Leslie's Weekly 


there was printed a paper by Colonel 
John S. Mosby, the Confederate raider, } 
on "The Da-ivn of the Keal South," in ' 
which he says, in part: 
' 
I 


"The real south is just at its birth. ! 


The growth of this child of the nation 
may be gradual, but in the end the 
south will be far richer and more 
powerful than the north. In the days 
to come the south will become the , 
dominant section of the country. 


"Without the* war of secession the 


south could never have hoped to attain 
the future that is now certain. Slav- 
ery was a gi-eat incubus, paralyzing 
natural energy. 
By abolishing this 


wrong, our war benefited every state 
south of the Jfcison and Dixon line. 
The negroes are producing more as 
freemen than they ever did as slaves, 
and the great mass of the people are 
vastly better off today than they were 
'under the old antebellum system. 
Socially, es well as industrially, the 
abolition of slavery was highly benefi- 
cial in its results to the masses, for 
slavery was a great wrong and no 
community can exist in the highest 
state of happiness when its system is 
based on a wrong. 


"There are the soundest reasons for 


asserting that the negroes' status is 
bound to improve. While they- are not 
as near to equality with white people 
as they were under the system of slav- 
ery, they are certain to be absorbed 
by immigration, and in this engulfment 
they will disappear. This is tlie natural 
and wisest solution of what we now 
call the 'race problem.' 


"Richmond is the city most likely to 


become in time the banking center and 
commercial headquarters of this coun- 
try, and therefore of the world. The 
.days of that famous old city as a 
political capital are past; but its career 
as the central point of manufacture for 
the whole south, and from there for 
the world at large, is just beginning. 


"While great forces have been work- 


Ing for the change, industrially and so- 
cially, the political change is:- hardly 
less marked. It is well iiigh folly to- 
day to speak of 'solid south.' That, by 
the way, was a phrase of my own in- 
vention. When Hayes became the Re- 
publican candidate for president, I 
urged in a letter (August, 1870) that it 
•was better for some -southern men to 
support hira, bqcause^if hejfwas elected, 
liis administration must necessarily 
rest on whatever supported it. It was 
better for the southern people to divide 
between thv> parties, so that, no matter 
•which side won, there would be men 
friendly to southern peqple whq would 
control its gouthern policy. This co.n-i 
tortioii is fully lealizeJ today, and the 
'solid south' belongs syuolly to the po- 
litical past." 


The Ft«t Presidential Mansion. 
On the spot now occupied by one of the 


massive piers of the Brooklyn bridge at 
Franklin square, corner of Dover and 
Cherry streets, in New York, once stpod 
one of the famous landmarks of the coun- 
try, the first presidential mansion and 
the official residence of George Washing- 
ton while in New York. The first execu 
tive mansion at 1 Cherry street was con 
sidered one of the finest houses in the 
city. It was built by Walter Franklin, a 
wealthy merchant, about 1770. It was 
occupied at tha-time of Washington's 
coining to New York by Samuel Qsgood, 
who afterward became the Srst postmas- 
ter general. Upon the arrival of the pres- 
ident elect the mansion yras offered by 
Mr. Osgpod to the president and was 
forthwith furnished for his occupancy 
Congress appropriated $8,000 for this 
purpose. Washington arrived in New 
York on April 23, one week before his in- 
auguration, and was escorted to the old 
mansion by a grand'., procession,—^

Trip to Death Valley. 


WAS KHOWff A3 "THE PARSON." 


Klckaainti Hot Due t* A»r Rell«loM 


Qualification*, but WM GiTCm Be- 
came of Him Vlgoruns Way of 8«y- 
ln« Thing*—Learned to Swim Afte* 
Expedition of 
1800. 


Aside from bis desire to serve bis 


country, !t was undoubtedly General 
Fred Funston's lore of adventure that 
led him to undertake the enterprise to 
the north of Luzon to capture Agui- 
ualdo, says tbe Washington Post It 
was this same love of adventure that 
led him to seek an appointment as as- 
sistant botanist to accompany the de- 
partment of agriculture's expedition to 
Death valley in 1890, He had previous- 
ly served the government for a shor^ 
time as a botanical collector In tbe Da- 
kolas. On the Death valley expedition 
a number of men now In Washington 
•were with Fanston. Dr. A. K. Fisher 
was in charge of the expedition. Oth- 
ers in the party were Dr. C. Hart Mer- 
riam, Mr. T. S. Palmer and Mr. Ver- 
non Bailey. Professor Frederick V. 
CovSlle, now chief of the division of 
botany, was the botanist of the expe- 
dition, and Funs ton was his assistant. 
In their work they were thrown much 
together and became much attached. 


"The subsequent career of Funston 


was a surprise to us who knew him in 
the Death valley expedition," said Pro- 
fessor Coville—"not that he was lack- 
ing in courage, for he was always will- 
ing to undertake any enterprise that 
gave promise cf adventure, but U did 
not seem to us that he was built for a 
rough and strenuous life. He seemed 
never to have roughed it any, and his 
inexperience was often the cause of 
jest." 


The Death valley expedition was one 


of the most severe ever undertaken by 
the government. The expedition was 
formed ia southern California Dec. 19, 
1890, aou nine months were spent in 
the desert and surrounding mountains. 
Most of the men were older than Fun- 
eton, at least in experience as explor- 
ers, but the young Kansan held up his 
end and was gcr> orally regarded as 
"game." He had not been long with 
the party before be won the nickname 
of "the Parson." This was not because 
of any religious tendencies, but be- 
cause of the forceful and vigorous, 
ofttimes 
picturesque, 
language 
in 


which he expressed himself. 


If Funston really swam a river in 


tho Philippines, he must have learned 
tlie accomplishment after the Death 
valley expedition, for at that time he 
could not swim a stroke. One time, 
when Coville and Funston were out 
alone in tbe mountains, a heavy storm 
came up at night, and when they 
awoke next morning the trail down 
through the valley was hidden beneath 
a sea of water. Professor Coville ad- 
mits that be was considerably worried 
at the prospect, but he kept still, try- 
ing-to figure out some way.to avoid 
ewimming across. Funston, too, re- 
mained silent for a time, but finally he 
asked, his voice betraying uneasiness: 


"Doesn't that water down there 


worry you, Coville?" 


"It does look kind of bad," Coville 


responded, "but I don't see any good 
in worrying about it." 


"Well, it worries me," Funston said. 


Then, as if prompted by an after- 
thought, he added: '"It worries ma 
like 
» 


The necessity of swimming was 


averted, and it remained for after 
years to bring Funston fame in that 
particular line. 


Although Funston has been In the 


west the greater part of his life, he 
had never learned to load a pack mule, 
and tbe day came when this got him 
into trouble. He went alone to a small 
town named Keeler, 20 miles from 
camp, for grain and grub, and It was 
near dark when he started on the re- 
turn trip. Half the distance had not 
been covered when a thunderstorm 
came up, a very unusual thing in the 
desert, and the horse he was riding, as 
well as the pack mule, became fright- 
ened, and in cavorting about the mule's 
load and the trail were both lost 


The grain and the grub were recov- 


ered, but Funston was unable to pack 
them again, nor in the darkness could 
he find the trail. He was obliged to 
sit all night on the grain sack, holding 
to the bridles of the horse and the mule. 
The language he used when the relief 
party reached him next morning, it is 
said, first won him the title of "the 
Parson." 


The explorers returned from Death 


valley in the fall of 1891, and Funston 
Spent that winter in Washington, work- 
ing in the herbarium at the agricul- 
tural department. In the spring of 
1892 the department sent him to south- 
ern Alaska as a botanical collector, and 
he spent the summer there," returning 
In the fall to spend the winter in Wash- 
ington. In the spring of 1893 he set out 
on his trip to the north of Alaska, and 
there he remained during that summer 
and winter and most of the following 
summer.

Novel Structure Proposed Will Be 


Connected With Movlngr Sidewalk. 
Gotthold I/anger of St. Louis has de- 


signed a building for the World's fair 
which he estimates will be large 
enough to bold all the important ex- 
hibits from America and foreign coun- 
tries. 


All parts of the building will be con- 


nected by a moving sidewalk and will 
be square at the base and cylindrical 
at the top, says the Chicago Record- 
Herald. It is estimated that it will 
cost $1,000,000. It will be constructed 
of steel. The base will be 200 feet 
square, tbe second terrace will be 200 


i feet square, and the third, which is the 


I base of tbe tower, will be 100 feet 


equare. The tower will be 100 feet in 
diameter and will have about ten sto- 
ries. 


The height of the structure will be 


850 feet. From the ground to the top 
of the tower a moving sidewalk will 
carry visitors, moving so slowly that 
one can step from it with safety and 
look at any of the exhibits. The side- 
walk will be about 4 feet 6 inches 
wide. A concert hall will be on the 
top floor. The other floors will be de- 
voted to exhibits, every country having 
its separate division, and above its di- 
vision the flag of the country will be 
displayed.

Automobile Torpedoes "Which Trav- 


el at Railway Speed Tented —Sne- 
ce**ful Experiments With -(he. Ex> 
ploilve Called Maximlte—Steel Fac- 
ed Tar*et Far Its Ultimate Teat. 
Out at the Sandy Hook proving 


grounds, where militant Uncle Sam 
puts to the fiaal test all the latest dis- 
coveries in the art of war, there is 
now in progress and has been for i 
some months a series of more than 
ordinarily important experiments. More 
than ordinarily important, too, are said 
to be the results achieved. 


The utmost secrecy has been main- 


tained by the officers of the war and 
navy departments under whose super- 
vision the tests are" being conducted, 
but there have recently come inklings 
of accomplishments which, if tne ex- 
pectations of military men are realized, 
mark advances that will revolutionize 
present theories of naval construction 
and completely change the conditions 
of both land and naval warfare. 


The new discoveries have been gen- 


erally supposed to consist in the per- 
fecting of 'a high explosive capable 
of piercing without detonation 
the 


thickest armor plate, sensitive alik« 
to shock or to the intensest heat and i 
which can be exploded only by means 
of a special fuse. Such an explosive, 
however farreaching its effects may 
be, is but one of the inventions with 
which the Sandy Hook officials have 
been busy. 


1 Rivaling, If Snot surpassing, in im- 
portance the results attained by the ' 
new explosive is said, to be a success I 
in an entirely different line which bids * 
fair to place the United States in the 
possession of an engine of destruction 
toward the attainment of which Euro- 
pean naval experts and inventors have 
devoted much-time and money. 
' 
! 


'-• This engineMs -a submarine automo- ' 
bile torpedo,' capable of traveling 
through the water at a speed equal to 
that of a fast railway train on land. 
The .value of such a torpedo in naval 
warfare can only be estimated, but it is 
declared by navy men that it will be 
enormous and that its future develop- 
ment may is t:»e repult in the passing 
Of the big battKship of riie present. 


While the officials at Sandy Hook are 


naturally unwilling to discuss the de- 
tails of the new torpedo, it Is admitted 
that astonishing results have been 
achieved by the invention and that the 
greatest satisfaction prevails among 
the heads of the navy department with, 
the success of their protracted experi- 
ments. 
According to the information 


of the New York Times, the speed at- 
tained by the torpedo, traveling by ita 
own. propulsion after discharge from 
the tube of the torpedo boat, is more 
than three-quarters of a mile a minute. 
This is fully double the rate of speed 
of any similar torpedo with which the 
navies of foreign nations have been 
provided. 


The great trouble with automobile 


torpedoes has been the slowness with 
which they move through, the water. 
This lack of speed has not only neces- 
sitated a greatly reduced speed on the 
part of the torpedo boat, but has ren- 
dered the torpedoes liable to compara- 
tively easy Interception or destruction 
by the enemy whose battleship it is the 
object to attack. By the new invention 
the mightiest battleship will, it is said, 
be in time of battle in constant jeop- 
ardy, so impossible will it be to gunrd j 
against the swiftly darting torpedoes. | 


It is Intended to charge the torpedoes 


In two lateral submarine tubes, the dis- 
charge of which will be controlled from 
a lookout tower by an electrical key- 
board and table especially designed for 
the purpose and which can be made as 
rapid as is deemed desirable, 


i The motive power of the new torpedo 
is composed of powerful, high explo- 
sive compoundas which have been tem- 
pered so that they cannot explode and 
whose combustion may be regulated 
with the greatest exactness. This com- 
pressed fuel is said to be very expen- 
sive. It is also adapted for use on the 
torpedo boats themselves in cases of 
uiyeiiey, \vi.uU rcmariialilj LJgU spaed 
may be attained. 


Regarding the experiments with the 


new explosive, called maximite, there 
has been less official reticence, though 
the composition of the explosive has, 
of course, been kept rigidly secret. It 
is known, however, that maximite is a 
picrate, or composition of picric acid 
with certain other substances. 
Lyd- 


dite, it may be moutinned, is solid pi- 
cric acid. 


The distinctive <fmraeterlstlc of max- 


imite as compared with lyddite and 
other high explosives is that It is capa- 
ble of withstanding the shock of pene- 
tration of armor plate as thick as the 
projectile Itself will pass through' with- 
out distortion. 
Lyddite, on the other 


band, is so sensitive tbat occasionally 
projectiles fiiicu with it are exploded 
by friction in flight. There have been 
many instances in the Bour war where 
lyddite shells have exploded prema- 
turely on leaving the gun. 


i Maximite is poured into the shell in a 
melted state, where it solidifies into a 
dense, bard and tenacious block, so 
solid. It is said, and Impervious to the 
powder gases tbat 11 ac£;!)t be project- 
ed from a gun

Tbe problem of finding a fuse that 


would detonate the maximite at just 
the proper time and yet not render dau- 
ger«us the discharge from the gun was 
obviously a difficult one, but it is claim- 
ed that it has been entirely solved at 
Sandy Hook. Even if the projectile b« 
broken up in the gun by the fore* of 


discharge, it is said that the fuse doe* 
not necessarily endanger the main 
charge. It J3 said, too, that maximite 
cannot be exploded by ignition or even 
by a largt quantity of fulminate of 
mercury unless it be at the same tim* 
strongly confined in a steel shelL Melt- 
ed cast iron might also be poured upon 
it without danger. 


To put to the ultimate test the valu* 


of the new explosive the United States 
government is now constructing a steel 
faced target, which win b« placed out 
at sea and be similar In all respects for 
the required purpose to an actual- bat- 
tleship. An improved Gathmann gun 
has been mounted on the proving 
grounds, from which the shells will b» 
fired. Tbe coat of each discharge will 
be something like $25,000. 


Tbe gun, differs in some respects from 


ordinary large seacoast rides. 
Its 


weight is about the same as that of tba 
12 Inch rifle, but It has a bore of 18 
Inches and is considerably longer than 
the 12 inch cannon. Its larger bore pre- 
sents so much more area of shell base 
to the pressure of the propelling charge 
of gunpowder that the weapon is said 
to be capable of imparting a much 
higher velocity to a shell of given 
weight than the 12 inch cannon.

called a torpedo shell, also weighs 1,000 
pounds and vrill carry about 50 pounds 
of wet compressed gun. cotton or 70 
pounds of maximite. 


Instead of the 3T pounds of black ri- 


fle powder the Gathmana shell will car- 
ry 475 pounds of wet compressed gun 
cotton or 760 pounds of maximite, the 
specific gravity of which, hitter explo- 
sive is very high. Estimating the value 
of this explosive at eight times that of 
black gunpowder (the inventor claims 
for it 15 times the energy), the force 
developed by a bursting charge from 
the new gun would be equal to 5,600 
pounds of black gunpowder, which Is 
equal to the combined bursting charges 
of 150 12 inch projectiles which carry 
37 pounds of black powder each. 
. The test of the new gun with the 
new explosive will be made as soon sis 
the target which is now under con- 
struction is completed. This will prob- 
ably be in about two months. 


NEW STAR IN PERSEUS. 


Professor Ree»' Observations 
Con- 


cerning the Latest Discovery. 


At a meeting the other evening of 


the section ef astronomy, physics and 
chemistry of the New York Academy 
of Sciences Professor J. K. Rees of 
Columbia university gave an interest- 
ing Illustrated talk on temporary stars, 
•with, special reference to the new star 
in the constellation of Perseus, says 
the New York Tribune. The professor 
said that of the 19 temporary stars 
known only three had been visible to 
the naked eye. The first was observed 
by Tycho Brahe in 1572 with the rude 
instruments of his time. 
Kepler ob- 


served a star as brilliant as Venus, 
which lasted two years, 


The star In Perseus was discovered 


on Feb. 21 by the Rev. Dr. Anderson 
of Edinburgh. It was between the see- 
ord and third magnitude and was bril- 
liantly beautiful on the Sunday night 
following its discovery. It reached the 
first magnitude on Feb. 26, on March 
16 It bad gone to the fourth magni- 
tude and the other evening, when Pro- 
fessor Rees caught a glimpse of It, it 
appeared to be of 'about the fifth mag- 
nitude, but fading less rapidly than 
when it began to grow dim. The pro- 
fessor suggested that perhaps two 
great suns had come together and that 
!n the onlUsion kinetic energy had been 
converted into heat and light. He said 
the study of the body would be contin- 
ued and that the observations of the 
observatories would be published.

Aft -r ex 
tei.(?ing a cordial welcome in behilf of 
tho society, he spoke of the early his- 
ton', of the society from the time ot 
its organization, April 9th, 1876, to the 
present. ,He said in) part: 


II Is with no small amount of .pleas- 


ure that we look back 25 years to a 
rmcling that was called 
in an old 


school house that stood at the wett 
end of the village. It was called for 
tho purpose of talking over the matt ;r 
of organizing a Father Mathew so- 
riety in Blackintonl So much interest 
was manifested in the meeting that or- 
ganization was perfected and seed 
sown for an organization that was to 
giow and flourish, the benefits of which 
we are tonight enjoying. The prime 
movers in the organizing of this society 
were men who were then members of 
the Father Mathew society of North 
Adams1, and for a time the Blackinton 
society was known! as a branch of the 
Father Mathew society of North Ad- 
ams. The society which rapidly gre\v 
in numbers continued to hold its meet-- 
ings in the old school house until 1894, 
when it was sold by the town of 'Wil- 
liamstown. Then begani a fight for ex-g 
istence. 
Being without rooms or a 


place to meet dissolution stared "us in 
the face. The membership began to 
fall off and many of the charter mem- 
bers had been called away, some of 
them by a change 'of location, others to 
reap, we hope, a rich reward inl the 
next world. 


In 1895 a building lot was purchased 


and in August the building which we 
tonight enjoy was begun. It was fin- 
ished on November 25, and was dedi- 
cated to the cause of total abstinence 
by .Rev. Bernard Conaty of Springfield. 
And just here let me say, that we are 
honored this eveninig by many guests 
who have always 
stoo«J ready with 


open purse and good counsel to aid us 
in our undertaking. Your many kind 
words have made our burden lighter to 
carry, and inl behalf of the members of 
this society I wish to extend to you our 
hearty thanks and appreciation. 


At the organization of the society

be an- 


nounced Monday morning of next week 
This is the ninth time the conference 
bas met at Saratoga and the second 
time jt has met in the Saratoga church 
urder the pastorate of Rev. M. Del.s 
Jump. The members 'of the conference 
enjoyed their visit to Saratoga three 
years ago so much that they have an- 
tic'pated with much pleasure the con- 
ference of this year. The church in 
which the conference is held is a com- 
modious building and 
is 
admirably 


adapted to meet the needs of the min>- 
isters. 


The presiding officer 
this year is 


Bishop John Fletcher Hurst, B. D., LL. 
D., of Washington, p. C., one of the 
greatest scholars of the present board 
of active bishops. This will be the sec 
ond visit of Bishop Hurst to the Troy 
conference as presiding officer, he hav- 
ing presided at the session! in Johns- 
town in ISOl^ 


A bishop has nc» lawmakinsr power, 


but decides Questions of law. The ap- 
pointing power is in his hands; the 
final 'decision, in all matters relatins- 
to the stationing of the preachers rests- 
with him; but this power is seldom ex- 
ercised In an arbitrary way. However, 
he is assisted in making the appoint- 
ments by the presiding elders of thp 
several districts. The bishop and elders 
form what is called the cabinet 


There are over 950 charges to be 


provided with pastors. To get the men 
all properly placed so that the churches 
will be satisfied and the 
ministers 


pleased is a difficult and delicate task. 
This work will engage the bishop and 
his cabinet each afternoon for at least 
five days. 


The removal of the "time limit" by 


the general conference of 1900 has creat 
ed some confusion and made it morp 
difficult than heretofore in makinw the 
appointments. There is a spirit of un 
rest throughout the conference, both 
among the ministers and 
churches. 


They have so long worked under the 
harness of a time limit that like 
a 


team, they do not know Just how to 
act since it has been taken off. Some 
ministers believe that the harness is 
best and will abide by the three-year 
rule; some churches will do the same. 
Of the members of- conference In the 
pastorate 16 are in the fifth year, 26 
are in the fourth year, 31 in the third 
year, 60 in the second year and 67 in 
the first year. Theoretically there need 
be no changes, but no doubt there will 
be many. If half the rumors in circula- 
tion prove true, the second day of con- 
ference will find the ministers floating. 


Another rule passed by the last gen- 


eral conference will somewhat affect 
the conference. The law is "that sucer- 
armuation shall not be granted for more 
than five years in succession." The su- 
perannuate relation is taken by preach 
ers who want to take a period for rest, 
or business, or who "because of im- 
paired health are temporarily unable 
to perform full work." There are four- 
teen ministers on the superannuated 
Kst who will be affected by th,is rule. 


The strength of the church in the 


Troy coriference is shown by these sta- 
tistics: Number of full members, 45,603; 
number of probationers, 3,485; baptisms 
2,218; pupils in Sunday schools, 46,596; 
church edifices, 347; value of church 
edifices. $2,292,275. 
The amount paid 


for salaries, of pastors 
is 
$216,578; 


amount raise-d for missions, 
$29,629. 


There are 272 members of the confer- 
ence, 200 being in the pastorate. 


Rev. Mr. Jump, pastor of the church
